LESSON NO, 97—Good Soup for All. 


INTER with its cold days is 
proaching, 
more welcom 


and nothing will 
e than a plate of hot 
soup. We often hear that the Ger- 
man soups stand In great favor with 
the general public, and many a man says: 
“I go to such and euch a restaurant because 
there they have such good German soups.” 


What is the reason for this? Generations 


of thought and attention have brought to 
perfection the rich, satisfying soups of the 
German housewife. The cooking of soup is 
simple, and everybody can cook a good soup 


-who will take the time. It is necessary to 


boll thoroughly whatever ingredients are 
used, according to the kind of soup to be 
prepared—that means, give water’ and fire 
plenty of time to accomplish their work. 

For a meat soup the meat or the soup bone 
should be put on the fire with cold water on 
a small fame. Never let soup boll hard, but 
let it simmer. A kitchen bouquet may be 
had in market, but many a housewife may 
find M simpler and better to arrange the 
soup greens herself. Plenty of celery, one 
onion, and one or two tomatoes give the 
eoup a good flavor. After three to four hours’ 
simmering strain the soup and then add the 
desired thickening, either noodles, bariey, 
rice, or sago, two heaping tablespoonfuls 
of any one of these will give soup, enough 
for six persons, a good consistency. The 
Germans are fond of homemade noodles, and 
it is no great art to make them, only it tdkes 
time. One egg, one teaspoonful milk, a 
pinch of salt, and flour enough to roll out. 
After the dough is rolled thin let it dry, then 
cut it fine and boil in the soup for twenty 
minutes. 


Barley makes a delicious soup, and the 
pearl barley must be secured. It should 
boil from two and a half to three hours, so 
may be put into the soup soon after it has 
started to boil, and the soup greens and meat 
taken out before serving. A great many 
Germans consider soup meat palatable, and 
have it served at the table as often as they 
have soup, which is, in some parts of the 
fatherland, every Gay. If the meat is to be 
eaten it should be put into boiling instead 


the surface cellg of the meat and preserve all 
the albumen it containe, and thus leave the 
meat juicy. In barley soup one can also boil 
potatoes, two for each person, and if a good 
piece of soup meat is selected this will make 
a substantial dinner, which in Germany is a 


great favorite menu for wash day. If one

quickly by boiling potatoes until well done,

Add one pound. prunes, which have .been 
soaked over night,one quart of water in which 
they were soaked, one pint beef stock, one 
teaspoon salt, cover, simmer two hours 
longer, and serve with prunes: around the 
meat. 

Shot Bread.—Rub a scant cupful butter into 
one quart flour, with which 
galt, two teaspoons baking ‘have beep 
previously mixed. Mix to a soft dough 


,with sweet milk, roll out one inch thick, cut 


into 4x6 inch pieces, lay on slightly greased 
hot griddle, and cook slowly, turning wher 
browned on one side. Any pieces that are 
left may be split and toasted for lunch. 

Rice and Raisins.—Wash rice through sev- 
eral waters, place in bowl with double its 
bulk of water, steam haif hour; enough may 
then be taken from it for griddle cakes next 
morning, and to the remainder is added pinch 
salt, one-quarter {ts apparent bulk in seeded 
raisins; return to steamer twenty minutes. 
serve with scraped maple sugar, a hard sauce, 
or sugar and cream. 

Pulled Bread.—Pull the crust from a fresh 
loaf of bread with a couple of forks; pull the 
crumb of-the loaf inte long strips with the 
forks, lay on a pan and stand in hot oven until 
the strips are pale brown. 

Celery Potatoes.—Dice enough cold potatoes 
to fill one pint, coarsely chop enough celery 
to measure half that amount, season the po-

What child can read the story as told 
in St. Luke’s gospel and not picture to him- 
self, out of the clear, emphatic words, the

The children will grow up to 
an understanding of it—if that is possible for 
any one to do fully—to each man according 
to his understanding it is given, and surely 
needs no interpreters, at least no simplifiers.

“THE CURIOUS BUUK OF BIRDS” is 
the title of a book of bird stories adapted for 
children by Abbie Farwell Brown, and chosen 
from varied sources, from legends of the 
Malay islands, from Japan, Russia, AraDia, 
Greece, and Egypt. These are old folk stories 
of how the birds are colored so variously; 
why the nightingale sings at night; why the 
owl is so unhappy; why dove rhymes with 
love, and other curious inventions of all peo- 
ple and all times. 

The stories bear a slight resemblance to 
Kipling’s “‘ Just-So Stories,”” lacking the 
humor of those tales, but written more simply 
with a view tothe little readers. Some beau- 
tiful legends of birds have been ijeft out of 
this little volume, as must have been inevita- 
ble, and most of the stories lack a something 
of dignity, of poetry. There is an exception, 
however; in the Greek legend, or, as has been 
said, in the Egyptian story—that of the Phe- 
nix—or, as may be a revelation to some, in 
the Ojibway and [Iroquois stories, which 
have a peculiarly imaginative theme. itis 
illustrated by B. Boyd Smith.

BIG BRIDGE GETS RIDE 
‘TWO MILES UP RIVER. 


Six Hundred Ton Structure at Eight- 
eenth Street Loaded on Scows and 
Taken to Ashland Avenue. 


A stee) bridge 600 tons was loaded 
upon scows yesterday and taken two miles 
up the south branch of the river. It was 
removed from Eighteenth street and carried 
to the city repair yards at Ashland avenue 


without damage to a single rod in its 150 feet. 
Increase 


in traffic required that the river 
be cleared of the middle pier and that a wider 
roadbed be given for teams. The depart- 
ment of public works therefore ordered that 
a bascule bridge be substituted for the swing- 
ing structure. 

The dismantling of the bridge oceupied 
only a few days, and yesterday the drainage 
canal gates were closed, keeping out all but 
one-fourth of the water. The Lydon &Drews 
tugs and derricks arrived early in the morn- 
ing, with two of the biggest scows on the 
river. The bridge was raised, carried sev- 
eral yards, and then lowered on to the scows, 
where it was braced oh each side. Four tugs 
then steamed away with the scows to the 
yard of the city shops at Ashland avenue 
and the river, where the bridge will be 
stored through the winter. The trip required 
four hours. 

The old bridge will be placed next spring at 
Western avenue and the south branch of the 
river. The center pier and the piles support- 
ing i will not be removed until navigation 

closed.
